DO NOT use soda acid or pump-type extin¬ 
guishers on gasoline, flaming liquid, grease 
or oil fires, or on electrical fires. 


REGULAR TYPE—SODA ACID. Turn upside 
down; the soda-acid produces pressure; 
direct stream at fire. This is the large cyl¬ 
inder with ring top. For ordinary fires. 


PUMP TANK. Mostly a warehouse item. 
Filled with water or anti-freeze. Simply 
pump for pressure. For ordinary fires. 


CARBON DIOXIDE (C-O-TWO). Red body; 
with wide funnel. For use on flaming li¬ 
quids or electrical fires (is non-conductive to 
electricity). Lift off hanger, pull pin in head, 
squeeze latch. It blasts out “dry" CO 2 that 
smothers the blaze. 

CARBON-TET. (Tetra-chloride.) Vapourizing 
liquid, also non-conductive to electricity. 
Turn handle and pump. 

FOAM ITE. For oil, grease and gasoline fires. 
Turn upside down; direct stream with the 
hose.
